’ Secitety Women Arrested. 

A score. of these women champions 
of the garment workers who faced 
toda*’s rioting were taken into cus- 
tody. They were immediately released, 
however, when thelr identities became 
Known to the police. One of them 
Was injured when struck by a police- 
Man's club, but her name did not be- 
come Known. as she was hurriedly 
placed in an automobile and taken to 
her home. Most of the women of 
prominence involved in today’s dem- 
Onstrations were garbed as working 
girls, and for this reason the police 
could not distinguish them from 
strikers until after arrests had been 

made. & 

Riotous and spectacular scenes de- 
Veloped in the downtown districts, on 
the north side and on the west side. 
More than 500 men and women engaged 
in the downtown demonstration, 
Which was 
“after considerable trouble. 

Clanged Bellis, Tooted. Horns. 

As they left their headquarters 
LaSalle street the strikers and their 
sympathizers clanged bells, blew whis- 
jtles and tooted horns. The line of 
march proceeded into the wholesale 
Gistrict near the river, passing various 
large tailoring estavlishments, where 
employees were beckoned to join the 
strikerss More than 2,000 took part in 
one of the incipient riots on the west 
side.

HOUSED IN BARNS

place One Burned at 


Prison Farm. 


Chairman Davisdn, of the prison 
commission, returned to the city yes- 
terday from the state farm, where he 
went to inspect the damage caused by 
fire last Thursday and to make pro- 
visions for the housing of the pris- 
oners. 

The big dormitory at the farm, 422 
feet long and 38 feet wide, was a total 
loss, all the bedding, kitchen utensils 
and most of the clothing of the pris- 
oners being destroyed. 

Leaving Atlanta early last Friday 
morning, Mr. Davison inspected the 
loss, made plans for housing the pris- 
oners temporarily in barns at the farm 
and took the ‘next train to Macon to 
buy blankets and bedding to keep the 
prisoners from freezing during the se- 
vere cold snap of last week. They 
were immediately shipped on a freight 
car attached to a. regular passenger 
train of the Central of Georgia rail- 
road and reached the farm that night. 

“We are now in conference with 
architects looking to the restoration 


-g0n. “The commission has not yet 
definitely decided upon the type of 
building to be erected, but we are 
pushing ahead with the work of dis- 
cussing plans. As the building was a 
total loss, we will get the insurance 
money, but that will not cover the 
cost of such a building as is needed 
at the farm,” 

He said that for the present. the prits- 
oners are being kept in two barns, one 
being occupied by the white prisoners 
and another by the colored prisoners.

Colonel Wilson Refused to Turn 
Book Over to Federal 
Court. 


New York. November = 1.—Colonel 
Christopher C. Wilson, president of the 
United Wireless Company, was sent to 
the Tombs today by Judge Lacombe, 
of the United States district court, on 
a presentment of the federal grand 
jury for contempt of court in refusing 
to surrender to the court a letter 
press book which the board of direc- 
tors had been subpoenaed to produce.

So Says General Allen, Chief

Washington, November 1.—~Twenty 
aeroplanes, at least, are needed for the 
United States wovernment service, says 
General James Allen, chief signal offi- 
cer of the army. in his annual report, 
made public tonight. 

“These aeroplanes should be on reg- 
ular practice at different points in the 
country throughout the year,” ‘con- 
tinues Genera! Allen. “They should be 
present in camps of instruction for 
regular troops and organized militia. 
Twenty aeroplanes would provide but 
two for each camp of instruction. To 
operate this number would require at 
least twenty specially trained officers 
as pilots. In addition to this, each 
machine must. carry at least one ob- 
server, which, experience has shown, 
will require much training and actual 
practice before the usefulness of the 
heavier-than-air machine is attained.”

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A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 


) A case decided on Monday by the supreme court of the 
United States smashes some venerable precedents. 

By putting its seal of approval upon certain restrictions and 
technicalities heretofore regarded as inseparable from trials in- 
volving homicides, it has done much to liberalize the rules gov- 
erning the trial of such criminal cases. BF gl ng 

The supreme court holds that it is not a violation, of the con- 
stitutional right to a fair trial for the jury to read’ newspapers 
during the progress of the case. 

The injunction from the bench that the men in the jury box 
must not discuss the case with any one and must not read the 
newspapers during their deliberations has become so common- 
place that it has almost attained the dignity of a legal custom. 

Moreover, the jury is to be accorded the further acknowledg- 
ment that it is composed of men of intelligence and discretion, by 
permitting arguments as to the admission of evidence to be con- 
ducted in their presence. 

Appeals for new trials based upon such technicalities as that 
the trial judge permitted the jury sitting on a murder case to read 
the newspapers, and allowed them to hear arguments as to the ad- 
missibility of certain evidence will not in future be regarded. 

Custom still permits technicalities almost without number to 
be invoked in this country, many of them having the approval of 
the highest tribunals; but these must in time be weeded ‘out so that 
the rights of the public as well as the rights of the accused may be 
safeguarded. 

JUSTICE is the end and object sought in all legal trials, but 
the public has a right to the law’s protection as well as the man 
accused of crime against the peace and good order of the state. 

The supreme court in the decision rendered on Monday, in the 
case from Washington state involving the killing of Henry E. John- 
son by James H. Holt, has taken a decided step in the direction of 


speedy justice. 
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THE FARM RUN .BY MACHINERY. 


This achievement of a prominent Sumter county farmer, re- 
corded in The Constitution, should be an inspiration to wide-awake 
farmers everywhere: 

Americus, Ga., October 29.—-(Special.)—Forty bales of cotton, constituting 
a total weight of 22,010 pounds, were hauled to Americus this afternoon at a 
single load, the largest, it is believed, ever hauled in Georgia at one Joad. 

The cotton was packed upon a home-made plantation van and was hauled 
four miles from one of the fine farms of Captain Malcomb B. Council, pulled by 
his gasoline engine employed in general plantation work, 


forty bales of cotton, 22,010 pounds dead weight, in one load 
would seem to be the limit of practical utility or spectacular dem- 
Onstration. 

It did not require a half-dozen teams of fine mules to do the 
haulding, either. This progressive Sumter county farmer has 
passed that stage. When the load of cotton: was ready to move, a 
gasoline engine was taken out of the fields and hitched to the 
plantation van. : 7 

As the mountajn of cotton made its way over the four miles 
.of well-paved highway, there was _ furnished to the citizens. of 
Sumter a demonstration of scientific farming and of good roads 
that will be of inestimable value. 

Not every Georgia cotton farmer is able to duplicate the. meth- 
ods of Captain Council, for gasoline engines cost money. But a 
‘half-dozen can combine and do it. : 

A few weeks ago, in an interview, Governor Brown pointed 
out how practical co-operation among farmers might lighten bur- 
dens and improve the condition of each. If A, B, C, D, E and F 
unite and buy-a gasoline engine under an arrangement by which 
A uses it Monday, B on Tuesday and F on Saturday, each man 
is on the: road to owning six-stxths of an engine, instead of only 
one-sixth. 

In addition to the infinite variety of uses to which such a 
valuable piece of machinery may be put on the farm, there is the 
additional saving of the farm horse for “work in the fields, while 
the engine does the hauling to market. 

But back of the story of a successful farm and its easy access 
to profitable markets lies the explanation of good roads. 

Lacking the paved highways, the demonstration by Captain 
Council could not have been made. 
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WHATS THE MATTER WITH PENNSYLVANIA 


The historic query of William Allen White, “in regard to the 
state of Kansas,” might be applied with timeliness and force to the 
Keystone State, for strange things are happening in the political 
world of that old commonwealth.

Secretary of State Cook announces 
that the Atlanta autoists are very 
backward about calling for their num- 
ber plates. Postal notices have been 
sent to each that their numbers are 
to be had by applying at the state 
capitol, but quite a number have fail- 
ed so far to provide themsélves. 

The number plates going outside 
the city have been sent by mail, each 
plate requiring a 10-cent Stamp, but it 
has been thought best to deliver the 
Atlanta numbers personally.

“Why don’t the blamed cars run the 
first time?” asked one of the specta- 
tors in the stand yesterday. “The 
drivers run 10 miles, tinker ten min- 
utes; run another lap and tinker an 
hour. That’s the way it goes on from 
sunrise till dark. What’s it all about?’ 

By “tuning’’ is meant that the cylin- 
ders are well worn in and that all 
bearings have been worked until their 
adjustment is right. If there happens 
to be any sand in the waterjackets 
this bas been removed, and, in short, 
all the ~possibilities of trouble have 
been inspected without any attemp: to 
change the car in the slightest detail. 
This is a most vital point in connec. 
tion with cars in road or track races. 

Take a case at the local Speedway 
this spring. The stock Nationals en- 
tered by the factory could cut rings 
around a privately owned machine 
that was racing on the same course— 
the famous orange boat belonging to 
Bill Stoddard. 

To some folks this was an indica- 
tion that the factory cars were special! 
racers, but they weren’t. They were 
just ordinary stock cars “tuned up.” 

Take your own fountain pen, if you 
happen. to be cursed with one. In its 
present condition, pretty well gummed 
with dirt and dried ink, and it is not 
acting any too well. If a factory man 
were to take it, straighten it out a 
bit, clean it -thoroughly—‘“tune it up,’ 
as it were—it would work about three 
times as well. And yet it would be 
the same old Waterman, eligible under 
any “stock pen chassis” rules of the 
writing game. 

A case in point is the Lozier “4,” now 
Tacing at the local track. This car 
was originally the property of C. A. 
Emise, advertising manager of the 
company—is still, to be exact, 

The Lozier company wanted to go

Now it is tuned to the last notch 
and fast as lightning. Yet it has not 
been changed a material point, and is 
a stock chassis boat. 

No maker: has ever met with any 
degree of success in a race until he 
has spent several days on the course 
getting out of the car all the ltt): 
troubles that might possibly arise. 
Some readers may say that this is not 
fair and that a car should enter a race 
in the identical condition that it is de- 
livered to the buyer. Nothing coulc 
be more absurd, although the perfect 
car should be delivered to the buyer 
in the same condition as it would be 
when ready to compete in a race 0: 
long distance tour. 

It must be borne in mind that a 
race is an exceptionM test, much hard- 
er than 99 per cent of buyers ever 
gives a car, and because of this it is 
not to be expected that every car sold 
by any particular company should be 
keyed to the moment the same as one 
entered in such an ordeal. The fact 
that a car has been tuned for certain 
work does not eliminate any of its 
stock features, but only means put- 
ting it in the best available condition. 

Up to the present manufacturers 
have failed to get out of contests 
much of the benefit they might solely 
because the cars have not been prop- 
erly prepared for the fray and also 
because of poor drivers. There is, 
however, a third reason Why manu- 
facturers have failed to get out of 
contests all that they might have, and 
this is by not having proper repre- 
sentation on the car while at the pit 
during a race. 

There are some makers who send a 
"ar out at the mercy of an inexper!i- 
enced driver and that maker never 
find out the actual conditions of 
roads or weather and so is not pre- 
the benefits that he 
Troubles befall his car, but 
he does not see the trouble first hand 
and it fails to impress him, whereds 
were he along with the car and saw 
now other cars were performing at 
the time his car was giving trouble, 
the situation would be more impress- 
ed upon him and he would derive more 
direct bemefit from the test.
